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New Vocational Program Offered in Area Schools 


By Frederic C. Stanley 


This year COOR area high school students are being offered a 


vocational program which allows them to earn while they learn. The 
program, cooperative occupational education, commonly called 
co-op is being offered by COOR through the Iccal high schools. 
The cooperative programs enable high school seniors to 
receive actual on-the-job training in a carcer area of their choice. 


The student learners get paid a rate which is appropriate for their 
level. They also receive credit toward 


age and experience 


graduation for their working experience. In addition to the work 
credit, participating students also receive one credit for a job 
related class which all co-ops must take. 

Interested students sign up with their counselors and are then 


interviewed by the co-op 


teacher-coordinator. 


Through the 


interview the coordinator learns what career interests the student 
has and related vocational courses the student has already taken in 
school. The next step is to find a job which falls into the general 


area of the student's career choice. 

The critical task for the coordinator is in helping each student 
find a good training station. The training station supervisor, many 
times the owner or manager of the business, must agree to give the 


student a variety of work experie! 


that each student keep learning all year long and not be dead-ended 


progress. 


The teacher-coordinator's responsibilities to the training- 
supervisor and the student-learner are many. He must make 
frequent visitations to the work station to consult with the 
supervisor about the student's progress. He must offer assistance 
and advice to the supervisor concerning the training of the student- 
learner. Also he must be available to the student for job counseling 
and he must check on the student's attendance grades and in 
regular classes. Finally the teacher-coordinator must teach the job 


related class. 


The student-learner’s responsibilities are the same as any 
employee's. He must work hard, be loyal, get to work on time, and 


adhere to all business policies. 


The student must also receive 


passing grades in his other classes. 
This year at Grayling High School the students have 
demonstrated great interest in this program. As a result there are 


twelve co-op students participating this semester. The students are 
employed at a variety of local businesses including Deluxe Music 
Co.. Glen’s Market, Grayiing Cooperative Nursery, Best Gas, 
Holiday Inn, Elias Big Boy, Jansen’s Heating and Plumbing, Sain's 
Auto Parts and Shoppenagon Motor Hotei. The local merchants, 
who are the key to the success of the co-op program, have 
demonstrated tremendous concern for high schoo! students and 


nces. It is the intent of the program

$280,009 in VA 


‘Funds in County 


Veterans Administration ex- 
penditures in Crawford County 
for the fiscal year 1974 ending 
June 30 totaled $280,009 ac- 
cording to Frank Kilcullen, re- 
gionai office director 1n Detroit. 

Veterans in the state of 
Michigan received $450,484,918 
in federal VA funds during the 
year. Of this amount the largest 
single item was for pension 
payments and compensation 
payments to service-connected 
disabled veterans. This totaled 
$221 803,511. 

Vaterans attending schools 
and vocational rehabilitation 
costs were $116,243,305. In- 
surance and indemnities an. 
counted for $25,601,892. Direct 
loans were made to veterans in 
areas where money Was un- 
available from private sources 
—for_hemes. the amount of 
$98,203. Operating costs for the 
regional office and the five VA 
hospitals in the state amounted 
10 $84,324,261. 

The VA spent $2,413,746 for 
tepairs and construction at the 
tive hospitals. 

Kilcullen is In charge of 

monetary benefits to the state’s 
1,180,000 veterans. Each hos- 
pital is a separate entity with its 
own director, serving a different 
area ol ine slate. Through 
regionalization, however, veter- 
ans may be treated in any one of 
the hospitals through transfer 
to other facilities where special 
equipment and treatment may 
be needed. 
*~ Veterans in two counties ac- 
counted for the total direct 
home foan money with Wayne 
County's veterans receiving 
$77,203 and Chippewa county 
veterans receiving $21,000. 

Crawford County veterans re- 
ceived $170,788 in pension and 
compensation payments. The

| If you want to find your Senator these days, it 
: appears that the last place to look would be the United 
H States Senate. The Wal! Street Journal reports that out 
| of a total of 100, 44 Senators failed to vote on vital 
energy legislation in 1973. Important appropriations 
bills have passed with less than half of the Senators 
f voting. The main reason so many Senators are not 
| around is that they are making extra money on 
‘ial speaking tours, with the price of their silvery tongues 
ranging anywhere from $500 to $2,500 per appearance. 
In 1973, some Senators earned more than $60,000 
exercising their speaking talents. 

Legislation has been proposed which would limit 
the size of speaking fees and the amount that could be 
earned through this oratorical moonlighting in any one 
vear. So far. the legislation has not passed. To be 
nonest, it hardly seers likely that it will. For those of 
you wishing to see your Senator, it would be hest to 
wire ahead and let him know you are coming—other- 
wise he might not be in town. 
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Profligate At Bay 


Few remember the “good old days” when the federal 
government first learned to live on the cuff ina big way. 
This came along during the worst of the Depression 
years in the ‘30's and in World War !l when massive 
budget deficits became a way of fiscal life for Uncle 
Sam. No one worried about it because the experts said 
it really did not matter. After all, we owed it to 
ourselves. 

Maybe it didn’t matter. But with inflation running 
in double figures, the federal budget at $300 billion a 
year plus and the national debt pushing $500 billion, 
many people are beginning te think it did matter after 
all. Saving and a sense of economy are coming back in 
vague, and perhaps the American people. not to 
mention Uncle Sam, can relearn these old virtues. It 
costs $55,000 a minute or nearly $1,000 a secand 
simply to pay the interest charges on the rising 
national. debt. That adds up to about $30 billion a. year, 
or 65 percent of all the corporate taxes collected this 
year. Actualiy, it is not a case of deciding whether ine 
federal budget should be balanced or not. It MUST he. 
There is no choice left.

Snowmobile Safety is No Accident 


LANSING—With the arrival of 
snow in Michigan, owners of 
more than 390,000 snowmobiles 
are getting ready for a fun-filled 
winter. The Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
would like to add a word of 


. caution, however. Accidents dc 


happen, 

In fact, last year there were 
1,505 accidents reported to the 
Michigan State Police and, in 
inese, 21 peopie were billed. 

Using statistics compiled by 
ONR’s Law Entorcement Di- 
vision, a fairly typicai accident 
can be synthesized. By using 
the highest percentages for 
each category, here is a com- 
posite picture of what happen- 
ands 

Most likely, the scene would 
be set in the northern Lower 
Peninsula during a weekend of 
December, January or February 
sometime between 5 and 11 
p.m. Our driver is young, 
between 16 and 25. but he had 
had quite a bit of experience on 
the snowmobile, 100 to 500 
hours, although he hasn't had 
official training. 

There is nothing wrong with 
the machine and ihe driver is 
wearing a helmet. He has not 
been drinking and, when the 
accident occurs, he is most 
tikely to be on a roadway or 
trail. 

The weather and snow con- 
ditions are just about perfect. 
Hie'S Got packed Snow ana il’s 
11 to 20 degrees. 

Why the accident? The main

likely to happen to machines 
with between 21 and 40 horse- 
power, the same type of ma- 
chine most used by Michigan 
residents. 

One way to avoid accidents is 
to receive proper training on 
sate operation of a snowmobile. 
Such courses are offered each 
year at this time by snowmobile 
clubs and schools through 
sponsorship of many county 
sherlif's offices. 

For information on the Snow- 
mobile Safety Training Course 
in your area, contact either the 
county sheriff ora district office 
of the Department of Natural 
Resources. 

Michigan law requires youths 
between the ages of 12 and 16 
to have passed such a course 
and carry a certificate indicating 
completion of the course while 
operating a snowmobile. 

The Snowmobile Safety Train- 
ing Course is no guarantee that 
there will be no accidents but it 
is interesting to note that over 
90% of drivers involved in acci- 
gents last year did not have 
formal instruction in safe snow- 
mobile operation.

Cutback In Road Maintenance 
Seen As Result of Decreased 
Motor Fuel Revenues 


The first cutback in road maintenance services as 
the result of declining qasoline tax revenue has been 
announced by three northern Michigan County Road 
Commissions. } : 

Road agencies in Missaukee, Wexford and 
Osceola Counties have advised residents that lack of 
funds will prohibit snow plowing on weekends for 
secondary roads. 

Earl F. Rogers, engineer-director for the County 
Road Association of Michigan, said decreased motor 
fuel revenues since the 1973 oil crisis may force other 
counties to also reduce construction and maintenance 
operations in the coming year. 

Rogers noted that gasoline sales in Michigan for 
October totaled 341.3 million gallons compared with 
354.2 million gallons for the same month a year ago, a

VA Advise Of 
Death Benefits 


Deaths of 355.000 veterans 
during fiscal year 1974 — 
206.000 with World War {1 
service—has prompted the Vet- 
erans Administration to en- 
courage 29 million living veter- 
ans to make certain thetr depen- 
guns are as of the death 
benefits to which they may be 
entitled. 

The FY 1974 death total was 
30.000 more than the previous 
year and 58,000 higher than the 
297,000 veterans’ deaths record- 
ed in FY 1970. The World War t 
veteran population was Gecreas- 
ed by atmost 10 per cent with 
the deaths of 106,000 veterans. 

Veterans families should be 
informed of survivor's benefits, 
such as dependency and in- 
demnity compensation for ser- 
vice-connected death or non- 
service-connected death pen- 
sions for widows. The latter 
may apply only to surviving 
children if the widow's income 
makes her inetigible for VA 
pension benefits. 

Burial benefits for wartime 
and certain peacetime veterans 
include a maximum $250 burial 
or cremation allowance, plus a 
plot allowance not exceeding 
$150 for veterans buried outside 

* national cemeteries. In fieu of 
these Lenetiis, here is an GOO 
burial allowance for veterans 
who die of service-connected 
disabilities. 

Cremated remains presently 
are interred in reduced-size 
gravesites at national ceme- 
teries. New cemeteries plannea 
py VA's Nationai Cemeiery 
System include columbaria for 
these remains. 

Burial flags and headstone or 
grave markers also are available 
for many deceased veterans 
upon application to the VA. 

Veterans service organizations 
or local VA offices should be 
contacted for information and 
assistance in applying for bene- 
fits. Such documents as mili- 
tary separation papers, divorce 
decrees, guardianship or child 
custody evidence, birth, mar- 
tiage and death certificates 
should be accessible to validate 
claims.

SECTION I 
All words and phrases used in this ordinance shall be 
construed and have the same meanings as those words and 
phrases defined in Act 159, P.A. 1967, M.C.L. 317.331. 
SECTION I! 
Crawford County. : 
Frederic township, portion of section 25; hunting prohibited. 
Hunting with or the discharge of a firearm is untawful in the 
southeast 4 and the east % of the southwest % of section 25, 
town 27 north, Range 4 west, of Frederic township, Crawford 
county. 
SECTION Hl 
All other ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict herewith 
are hereby repealed, 7 
SECTION IV 
Violations of this ordinance are a misdemeanor and may be 
punished by a fine not to exceed one hundred dollars ($100) 
together with costs of prosecution cr Imprisonment in the county 
jail or such place of detention as the court may prescribe, for a 
period not to exceed ninety days, or said fine, costs of prosecution, 
and imorisonment, at the discretion of the court.

This ordinance and the various parts, sections, subsections, 
provisions, sentences.and clauses are saverable. If any part of this 
ordinance is found to be unconstitutional or invalid it is declared 
the ramainder of this ordinance shall not be affected hereby.
